tio nal Pea.ee Co ngress

so many distinguished men in the in­ 
terest o f the wo rld’s peace. 
It is true 
that armaments will go o n increasing 
in co st, but it is also true that the 
burdens presented by co mpetitio n in 
armament are gro wing heav ier, and 
the pro blems fo r their so lutio n mo re 
difficult. 
The po ssibilities o f war no w arising 
co me chiefly fro m irrespo nsibilities o f 
go v ernment in tho se co untries where 
stability o f internal co ntro l is lacking. 
The United States has do ne much to 
cause peace by assisting tho se co un­ 
tries weak in this respect to their in­ 
ternal go v ernment, so as to strength­ 
en them in the cause o f law and o rder.

at the time o f transpo rtatio n, o f the 
co m m o d ities transpo rted.

The Ra c k , Pa c e a nd Amble . 
The rack is a g ait of the horse be­ 
tween a trot and a g allop or canter, in 
which the fore feet move as in a slow’ 
g allop, while the hind feet move as In 
a trot or pace. 
It is usually an arti­ 
ficial g ait, but is sometimes hereditary 
or natural. 
There is much confusion 
of term s in respect to this g ait, due 
to the fact that the g ait itself is some­ 
what varied, according as the racker 
carries the one or the other fore foot 
foremost iti the g alloping motion of 
the fore feet; that many confound the 
ra -k w ith the pace, the words often 
being used synonymously, and that 
many have mistaken the use of the 
words “pace” and “amble.” 
There is 
abundant evidence that the American 
pace of today is the amble of Eu­ 
ropeans of the last century aud earlier. 
The motion of the hind feet Is the 
same in the trot, the pace and the 
rack. 
In the trot the diag onal hind 
and fore feet move nearly simulta­ 
neously. 
In the pace or amble the 
hind and 
t ore feet of the same side 
move nearly simultaneously.—Boston 
Globe. 


Ex ploding Ic e Bubble s . 
The intensely cold nig hts of Siberia, 
says a writer, produce a curious phe­ 
nomenon. Occasionally the silence is 
broken by a loud report resembling the 
boom of a cannon. The noise is caused 
by the bursting of an ice bubble on a 
river. The streams coming from the 
hills are incased in ice six to nine 
Inches thick, and as the w ater de­ 
scends faster than it escapes throug h 
the river the result is a heavy hydro­ 
static pressure. This first causes the 
ice upon the river to rise in mounds 
often six to eig ht feet hig h. 
For a 
time they seem to yield elastically to 
the pressure, but finally can with 
stand no more and burst with an ex ­ 
plosive report. The w ater rushes out, 
soon freezing , however, and causing 
further ex plosions. The writer asserts 
that he has seen scores of these ice 
hillocks within a few miles.
